Managers Despair of Saving Others 


When Fire Cuts Off Progress of

Cardiff, Wales, Oct. 14.—More than 


four hundred Welsh coal miners per- 
ished, it is believed, from fire and 
after-damp in the Universal colliery 
near here today. A terrific explosion 
shattered the works shortly after 931 
men had descended into the pit. 


It was at first stated that the day 


shift was composed of 740 men, but 
later the larger figure was given out 
by the officials. 
About five hundred 


were brought to the surface alive by 
rescue parties up to noon and the 
managers of the mine then expressed 
the opinion that there was no further 
hope for those remaining below. 


No Hope for Others. 


The rescued miners, the members 


of a life-saving gang and the officials 
of the mine, declared this afternoon, 
that they could hold out no hope for 
those of the miners still below. 


The men brought to 
the surface 


were found on the east side of the 
mine where the ventilation remained 
fairly good. On the west side where 
the explosion occurred fire started 
and the rescue parties were unable to 
make any progress. 


The officials of the mine found it 


necessary to call a detachment of po- 
lice to keep back 
the women and 


children who crowded round the en- 
trances in hope of obtaining 
some 


news of their relatives. 


Most of the rescued men were suf- 


fering from burns and shocks of the 
effects of poisonous gas.

Detroit, Oct. 14.—The 
constituent 
members of the chamber of commerce 
of the United States of America in- 
cluding local chambers of commerce, 
boards of trade, 
commercial "clubs, 
and national trade organizations in 
all parts of the country have approve 
by referendum vote the report of its 
banking and currency committee on 
the Owen-Glass currency 
bill now 
pending in congress. 
The board of directors of the cham- 
ber in session here completed the can- 
vass of the ballot today and 
found 
that the sentiment of the 
business 
men's, organization strongly in favor 
of the report of the committee, the 
vote cast being 303 for and 17 against. 
Constructive Legislation. 
The committee in its report which 
is made a basis 
oC the referendum 
stated: 
It regards the measure as a piece 


of constructive legislation 
and be- 
lieves that it embodies in a large de- 
gree elements 
necessary 
to provide 
the nation with a safe currency and 
banking system. In view of the fact 
that the framers of the measure in- 
vite friendly criticism 
and 
sugges- 
tions we are prompted 
to point out 
wherein the propsoed act may be ma- 
terially improved and strengthened." 
In accordance 
with this statement 
seven recommendations were submit- 
ted for separate 
votes. All 
these 
have been, approved by large major- 
ities. 
The separate recommendations are 
as follows: 


List of Recommendations. 
1. In favor of the increase of the 
federal reserve board to nine mem- 
bers, the two additional members to 
be chosen by the original seven mem- 
bers subject to the approval of the 
president; the compensation 
of the 
;overnor an.d vice governor to 
be 
ixed by the board itself. 
2. The creation of the federal re- 
serve council to be elected by the re- 
gional reserve banks, the president 
and vice president of the council. to 
reside in Washington 
and to sit at 
meetings of the federal reserve board 
but without vote; their salaries to be 
fixed and paid by the banks. 


?,. That in the creation of the new 
system of regional reserve banks 
a 
beginning be made with the present 
central reserve cities, (three in num- 
ber), the number 
to 
be increased 
gradually 
by 
the 
federal 
reserve 
boards as in their judgment condi- 
tions warrant. 


Regards Note Issues. 
4. C9iicerning note 
issues; 
that 
restriction of the issue of federal re- 
serve note-to five hundred million 
dollars be eliminated; that interest 
on federal reserve notes be 
elimin- 
ated; that it be 
made unlawful 'for 
any federal reserve bank to pay out 
any notes but its own Hie note issued 
being given an identifying number. 


5. That 
federal 
reserve 
notes 
should, not be obligations of the gov- 
ernment, but should be guaranteed by 
the United States and that they shall 
be redeemed by federal reserve banks 
and not at the treasury of the United 
States. 


H. That federal reserve banks mu- 
tually guarantee the federal reserve 
notes by providing that said' notes 
shall become a first and permanent 
lien upon the combined assets of fed- 
eral reserve banks. 


Reserve Requirements. 
7. That the. reserve 
requirements 
of the Owen-Glass bill be modified and 
reduced for both country banks 
and 
banks in reserve cities.

Report of Joint Commission on Group- 


ing of Dioceses into Synods 


Bitterly Assailed.

New 
York, Oct. 14.—A 
radical 
change in the method of governing 
the Protestant Episcopal church in 
America—by grouping the 
various 
diaceses into provinces or synods, ac- 
cording to the method that has long 
prevailed in the English branch of the 
church—was proposed today at the 
general 
convention. 
The 
proposal 
came in the form of a report of a 
joint commission appointed at 
the 
last 
triennial convention . Its con- 
sideration promised to develop one of 
the liveliest debates oi: the conven- 
tion. 


Many of the low church delegates 
opposed the change on 
the ground 
that it was a step in the direction ot 
an arch bishop 
and "an American 
Pope." 
The report provides for eight prov- 
inces or synods in which the various 
dioceses and missionary districts oE 
the church shall be grouped accord- 
ing to their 
geographical location. 
Each of these provinces would be 
governed by a council composed of 
two- houses. 
At its head would be a president 
and in general the method of adminis- 
tration would be similar to that now 
in force for the entire body of the 
church as exercised at the triennial 
convention.

"In another respect the tariff will

Many factors enter into the 
high price problem, and so small an 
element in total cost as the tariff will 
be slow to reach the consumer. High 
prices rule all over the world, even 
in free trade countries, and their cure 
rests in decraesing cost of production 
and increasing supplies of raw and

Workmen of the Gould Construction 
company were busy today placing the 
iron, reinforcing 1'or the first arch ot 
the Milwaukee street bridge whic'.» 
\vill be cast tomorrow in the great 
wooden form prepared for it. It will 
require 220 cubic yards of concrete 
to complete the arch, twelve tons or 
reinforcing rods, and 3.400 sacks of 
cement, approximately one and a half 
carloads. 
The other arches will re- 
quire materials 
in 
like proportion. 
The longitudinal reinforcing rods are 
fifty-eight feet long, extending from 
one pier to the other, firmly binding 
the ^yo. 
While the derrick moved

are complied with and attention 
to 
the extermination of flies during the 
fall and winter months.

censorship, called

One of the earliest ways of gaining

Idol- 
atry had its origin in thinking of God as 
•n form. When men undertook to fashion 
what they might conceive the precise 
form of God to be they became thereby 
idolhtors, against which we have the sec- 
ond commandment of the Decalouge, As 
divine Principle, manifesting His power. 
intelligence, and loving-kindness through 
well defined laws, He can be understood. 


Jesus declared his relationship to this 


same law in his Sermon on the Mount; 
for there-he said: "Think not that I am 
come to destroy the law, or the -proph- 
ets: I am not come to destroy, .but to 
fulfil." 
Having said this, he undertook 


to teach this law. not so much intellect- 
ually, as, by a direct appeal to one's 
moral or spiritual nature. !S"ot that in- 
tellectual training
